Our sattention lately has been the more
oalled to this fubject from the number of
erimes of all kinda that have been committed
by the demonines or medinma of this belief,
and the amaxing want of knowledge evinced
by peopls, and particularly by Chris.
tinn merl, a8 Lo ite exnet nators, Many seom
to wonder why a muarderer now in our prison,
who iz also a “‘mediam,'" shoald not wisl the
advioe of a clergyman of the Gospel of Cheist
in view of his death, as thongh a person pos-
sessed with a demon conld, by any possibility,
acknowledge the trath of the Christian re-
ligion.

We have been led, as wa bufore said, iulo
the present remarks on this subject on
account of the widespread prevalevce of
Spiritualism in this land, and with a desire to
show to our readers its troe natnre,

In the examination of the subject we must
address onrgelves only to those who acknow-
ledge tha Divine origin of the sacred Sorip-
tures, both Jewizh and Christian; who hold
that the Bible is from God, and that the Chris-
tian religion is true. We therefore start
with the Bible as already proved, although
we are aware that Spiritualists deny the trath
of the Bible, and on that account any argn-
mwent based on the divinity of the Bible will
be little yegarded by them,

We kdow, indead, that & few devotees of

this wodero neeromancy still profess to hold
by the Bible; but we shall ses that, whatever
may b trme of a fow isolated individuals, they
are exceptions to the almost nniversal rule,
and that the familiar gpirits whom they con-
sult do, almost unanimonszly, dany the truth of
the Soriptures and the claims of Jesus Christ
of Nazareth to be the Son of God, the long
foretold Lord Messiali.
#» To argue with full-grown Spiritualists as
with any other heathen infidels or atheists,
we should begin with establishing the truth
of the Bible and the divine origin of Christi-
anity; for there must the controversy with
them begin, for if Spiritualism be exactly
what its friends claim, the Bibla denounces it
in no measured terms as an “‘abomination to
the Lord,” and as deserving the abliorrence
and deteatation of every Christian,

We do not come to the consideration of this
subject as to a mere trifling delusion, which a
gneer or ridicule may set aside ; and however
much of mere deception there may be con-
neoted with it, we shall not ascribe it as a
whole to any such source. We shall not hope
to drive it from any minds, or prevent any
from acknowledging its clanns by the easy cry
of *““humbug ' and * nonsense,’’ which 1s
merely the expression of indiffarence, and
want of candid examination. By any such
staving off of careful investigation we should
expect to coufirm in their faith in Spiritualism
those who have been eye witnesses and ear
witnesses of the * manifestations.” We
ghould expect them to say to us, “If

The way in which the Bibla speaks of these
things shows that ths nspired writors regarded
them as realities;—*'A consulter with familiar
pirits"' —YA man or womnn that hath a fen
(ar spirit"" —*Tha soul that turneth after such
pe have familinr spirits," Boch expressions as
these, and they are vory nnmerons, prove tliat
gome roally had familiar spirits, and were not
mere pretendors. Necromanoy, witchoraft, sor
very, and the like are constantly spoken of in
snored Bcoripture as realities, and not a hint is
givin of deception.
